Iris worthy of note that considerable 
activity has lately been shown in: the, 
“Legislative Council at Singapore, and we 
fancy that the. impetus given: to official 
work there is not a little. owing to the 
presence of the new Colonial Secretary: 
(Mr C. C. Smith). To this clear-headed 
and efficient officer ‘must be given the 
credit of ruling and directing the debates 
in Council’; and the discussions in that 
august body are by no means infrequent, 
while they are generally characterised 
by.a vigorous independence, and deal 
with a variety of subjects. From his 


_| experience in this Colony, Mr Smith is 


quite at home with noarly every matter 
‘of adininistyation-that is likely to arise 
in the Straits; hence the confidence 
which the Colonial Secretary has. been 
able to assume with regard to the quea- 


| tions of Interpretation, Public Gambling, 


Post Office. Reform, Immigration of 
Females, and. Education, It may here 
be observed that many of the improve- 
ments in legislation which experience 
has suggested" in. our dealings with the 
Chinese, are now being gradually mooted 
or carried out in the sister Settlement, 
By a recent Ordinance it is there: pro- 
posed to draw tho distinction between 
“public gambling” and games of an 
innocent character ; aud in view of the 
ever-present difficulties furnished by the 
checking of, public gambling alone,, it 
seems inconceivable that any Govern- 
ment should’ ever attempt anything be- 
yond this outward and glaring phaso of 
such an evil, “By the way, it is interest- 
ing to watch tho independent tone 
adopted by the unofficial members of 
Council, and to mark 2. only the fre- 
quency but the ability and. exhaustive- 
ness of the specches they make on the 
subjects brought forward, In Hong- 
kong we have nothing to complain of. in 
regard to any lack of sturdiness of 
epirit, or of ability, to successfully 
combat views’. that are not consonant 
with the public feeling; but. . the” op- 
portunities for. the exercise of this 
wholesome check “are “rare -in — this 
Colony as compared with Singapore. - In 
one of the discussions lately entered 
upon—that upon the public gambling 
Ordinance--a distinction was drawn be- 
tween “gaming” and “gambling,” the 
latter form appearing to imply a more 


‘| criminal act than the other, as it was 


supposed to include the indulgence: in 
games upon the result of which money 
stakes depended, Latham does not 
appear to give countenance: to this 
distinction ; butif, as is the fact, the law 
Officer of the Crown draws it, we pré- 
sume it is only right and proper to 
provide against any gamostér or gambler 
thus evading the law.

S1n,—Since my return to this Province, 
we have been favcured with delightful 
weather, a8 you may judge by the inclosed 
table, At one time it waa feared the crops 
would suffer for tho want of water, but 
those fears have been dispelled by season- 
able showers—tho Acting Fu tai, Lin-shad- 
yuon, having ordered the South Gate of 
the city tobe closed against drought, and 
prayed that the windows of Heaven might 
be opened for tho out-pouring of a blessing 
of rain on the land over which he ruled. 

The new Fu tai, Chen-yii ying, is ex- 

ected to enter the city on the 28th. He 
fed already commenced his administration 
in'-a vigorous manner, having taken over 
the seal of office at Chen-yiten-fub. Several 
officials have been most forcibly reminded 
that H. E. is not to be trifled with, 

It is to be hoped that the new ruler. will 
be just as well as sovere, as he will find 
plenty of scope for the exercise of his 
abilities in this much-noglected Province. 

The just and vigorous rule of Ting-kung- 
pso, in Sze-chuar, during tho past two 
ears, shows what can be done when an 
intelligent and energetic manis at the helm 
of affairs, ‘The farming of the salt Gabelle 
in that Province was one of tho first affairs 
to be attended to, and it was abolished, as 
it did not pay. Tang-chuin, 8 Tao-tai of 
that Province, was ordered to take over the 
Government monopoly, with o capital of 
Ts, 400,000, and that officer has managed 
to. pour one and o half millions of taels 
(150 Wan) into the Treasury, as profits 
derived from the salt in two years, besides 
‘reducing.the price of sali one-fourth in 
this Province. Thus both the Provinces are 
deriving great benefit from this monopoly 


by the Government..of Ting and tho man. |- 


agoment-.of Tang. ae tho salt 

farmers, and smugglers ‘are not satisfied 

with the state of affairs, but. honest men 

are, and prosperity is being restored.

Mr Shxrp had no evidence on the 
point. He was afraid he must nonsuit 
him, If that was the gross wolght 30 piculs 
came off at once, leaving only 47 short. 
Every writing was construed moat stroncly 
against the maker of that writing. The 
word net should have b2en put in by the 
consignor if he desired to protect the mer- 
chant he was dealing with. Had the oap- 
tainsimply written ‘* contents unknown” he 
would not haye been protected; but he 
wrote,—“ weight aud contents unknown.” 

Mr Sbarp said this rating in rice was 
always taken as not weight. 

Tho Judge : How are you to prove it? 

Mr Sharp put the Captain in the witness 
box to prove this ; but the Captain swore 
that be did not know that the welght of 
rice wes always given net. fe did not 
know that was the invariable rule, He 
had heard it was net, but could not say that 
it was so. He had signed. many bills of 
lading for rice in different porta ; he had so 
invariably put down these words disclaim- 
ing responsibility, that in this case the. bill 
of lading was beought to him for algnature 
with these words already in it. 

The Court suggested that the case would 
not be complete even were Mr Sharp able 
to prove some such custom. Some shipper 
thight have put down the gross -weight 
iustead of net without Intent to swindle, 
breaking the rule. He did not suggest 
anything of the sort in this case, But 
in auch a case surely the rule of stating the 
net weight would not render the Captain 
liable. . 

Mr Sharp said be could not possibly 
bring evidence from Bangkok to satisfy his 
Lordship as to the weight. 

Hia Lordship said he would give judg- 
ment to-morrow morning. He had very 
litle doubt on the point, but he would like 
to consider it, .
